Prince Andrew on Trial Monday. 

LONDON, Nov. 30 (Associated Press). 
=A dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
from Athens quotes the Greek newspaper 
Bleutheros Typos as saying that the 
trial of Prince Andrew will begin next 
Monday. 

A dispatch to The Daily Mail from 
Athens, referring to impending new 
triaJs of former officials and others, 
says it is not likely that any further 
death sentences will be imposed. The 
dispatch adds that it is impossible yet 
to state the condition of Greek public

Britain acted without consulting her 
allies in withdrawing her Minister from 
Athens, Prime Minister Bonar Law in- 
formed the House of Commons today in 
answer to a question. When asked what 
steps the Government had taken to pre- 
vent the executions, and why it had 
intervened, he replied: 

“J stated yesterday that his Majesty's 
Government had urged the Greek Gov- 
ernment not to permit the execution 
of the former Ministers and warned 
them that if this step were taken we 
should withdraw our representative. 

“In taking this action his Majesty's 
Government were actuated by the gen- 
eral consideration that it is contrary to 
the practice of civilized governments to 
put to death outgoing Ministers on ac- 
count of the failure of their policy.” 

This statement evoked loud laughter 
and cheers, in which Mr. Lloyd George 


and the other Ministers in the late Gov- 
ernment joined.

Within a short time after his entering 
business he married Blsie Stillman, 
daughter of the late James Stillman, 
President of the National City Bank. 
The wedding on Nov. 21, 1895, was one 
of the social events of that year and 
was graced by the presence of more of 
the socially prominent that usually at- 
| tended Rockefeller functions of the older 
generation, there being a large repre- 
sentation of Vanderbilts, Morgans, 
Whitneys and Astors and Goelets. 

The bride’s father gave the couple a 
home on Madison Avenue. Later they 
established for themselves a country es- 
tate at Greenwich, Conn. 

Unlike his uncle, Mr. Rockefeller never 
entered actively in church affairs, nor 
did he belong to the Baptist denomina- 
tion. He and his wife attended St. Bar- 
tholomew’s, one of the two most aristo- 
cratic Episcopal congregations in the 
city. 

Although he did not remain a Standard 
Oll executive after reaching middle age, 
Mr. Rockefeller bore a reputation of 
being a hard worker and of attending 
thoroughly and conscientiously to what- 
ever duties he undertook. This trait 
was brought sharply to public attention 
in March, 1903. when he acted as fore- 
man of a Grand Jury, being then onty 
34 years old, and establishing what was

CROTON, Nov. 30.—Orders have 
been issued to prepare the old Croton 
aqueduct, which has not been used 
for five years, to convey water to 
New York City. 

Employes who look after the old 
tunnel have been informed that the 
water from the Croton reservoirs is 
to be turned into it again. Since the 
United States deciared war against 
Germany the original Croton aque- 
duct, opened in the ’40s, has not been 
used. Water has been drawn through 
the so-called new Croton aqueduct 
and the Catskill aqueduct. 

Aqueduct employes are told that 
the temporary Yveopening of the 
original Croton tunnel will be neces- 
sitated because of repairs to the new 
Catskill aqueduct.

Postmaster General Says That if 
Farmers Can Do It So Can 


Dwellers in Big Towns.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—~If 6,500,000 
farmers all over the United States have 
been eompelled to put up mail boxes 


|} on their front doors at their own ex- 


pense, the city dweller should not pro- 
test against having to follow this ex- 
ample, Postmaster General Work de- 
clared today. Ever since the Post Of- 
fice Department announced that after 
Jan, 1 the postman would not ring the 
door bell and wait until the servant 
comes to receive the mail, and that, 
instead, there must be a box ready to 
place the letters in, there has been a 
storm of objection, but the Postmaster 
General reiterated today his assertion 
that the department has ample authority 
to enforce the regulation, 

“If the farmer must make such pro- 
vision before’ he is given delivery of 
his mail, there is no reason why the 
householder living in the cities should 
not do the same thing,'’ he said. ‘‘ The

For more than 
two years Professor EB. C. Baly and 
Professor Heilbron have been conduct- 
ing thelr experiments in the laboratories 
of Liverpool University.

They 
absorb the sugar carbehydrates and 
starches which are necessary for. their 
rowth. The Liverpool professors set 
hemselves to explore that mystery, and 
they succeeded in realizing a chemical 
procase which ig similar to that which 
akes place in plant life. 

For a certain distance their investiga- 
tions followed on the lines pursued by 
the late Professor Benjamin Moore, who 
arrived at the conclusion that formalde- 
hyde would not result from exposure of 
aqueous carbon dioxide [which is, prac- 
tically speaking, soda water] to the ac- 
tion of light of very short wave length 
unless certain colored matter was intro- 
duced as a cataclyst. 

The Liverpool experiments regulted In 
complete rejection of this conclusion, 
and the research professors now main- 
tain that not only is it posalble to pro- 
duce formaldehyde from solution by ac- 
tion of a very short wave length of fh ht, 
but that it Is also possible ¢o produce 
formaldehyde with ordinary sunlight in 
the presence of malachite green or other 
ap priate coloring matter. 

‘arrying their investigations a stage 
further they succeeded by acting upon 
the solution .with ultraviolet rays in 
building up sugars. They have found 
that formaldehyde turns directly into 
sugar. The yrsls f sugar can be in- 
creased by he htening the concentration 
of carbon dioxide with sodium carbonate 
or potassium carbonate.

JEWS ADVISED NOT TO FIGHT 


Gerard Declares Invisible Empire

The Ku Klux Klan was denounced, not 
only as un-American and sinister but 
as misrepresentative of the Protestant- 
ism it professed to uphold, by clergy- 
men and other speakers yesterday, at 
Thanksgiving Day services here. The 
Rev. Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick, one 
of the ministers of the First Presby-

CANADA HAS BUMPER CROP. 





Wheat Yield Is Estimated as the 
Greatest In Seven Years. 


OTTAWA, Ontarlo, Nov. 80.—The 
highest total wheat yield in Canada 
since 1915 is the estimate of the 1922 
crop just issued by the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistica. The estimate places 
the total wheat harvest at 391,425,000 


bushels, which is an average yield of 
17% bushels from 22,422,693 acres. 

The 10915 crop totaled 393,542,000 bush- 
els from 15,100,415 acres, or an average 
ef 26 bushels per acre. The yield per 
acre this year is higher than any year 
since 1915, which was the famous 
‘* bumper crop’ year. Last year’s final 
estimate of total yield was 800,858,100 

| bushels from 23,261,224 acres, an aver- 
age of 18 panes ber acre, 
ie total yield of oats fo N22 was 
513,033,000 bushels, and tit ‘ane 
been exceeded—in 1920, when the record 
was 580,700,700 bushels. The average 
yield per acre for 1022 of oats is greater 
than any ra since 1916, 37.30 bushels. 
The yield of hay and clover, 1.45 tons 
er acra, is greatly superior to that of 
ast year, when, owing to drought, bare- 
ly over one ton per acre was gathered.

To Present a Forceful Case. 


It is probable that Tchitcherin, who, 
es a diplomat of long standing, knows 
well the history of the Straits issue, will 
present a forceful case.

PAPOULAS LED IN CAMPAIGNS, 





Dousmanis Vainly Tried to Stay 
Disaster to Greek Armies. 


General Papoulas was in command of 
the Greek armies in the first two cam- 
paigns against the Nationalist Turks 
in Anatolia, the first in the Spring and 
early Summer of 1921 and the second 
in the Autumn. 

In the first he advanced to within 
fifty miles of Angora and then retreat- 
ed to the line east of Brusa through 
Eski-Shehr, Afium-Karahissar and Seid- 
Gazi. In the second he reached the 
Sakaria River, fought a great battle 
there and again retreated to practically 
the original line. The first retreat was 
necessary on account of lack of con- 
tact between his northern armies; the 
second, because the Turkish Cilician | 
Army Corps, being released from the 
French front of Cilicia, was able to at- 
tack his right wing, while his main 
forces were on the Sakaria. 

Last Spring he was superseded by Gen- 
eral Tricoupis and joined the number of 
the discontented in Athens.

PLEAS FOR BULGARS FAIL. 


Demand for Execution of 24 Ex- 
Ministers Is Feared. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 30 (Associated 
Press).—The summary execution of for- 
mer members -of the Greek . Cabinet 
caused a sensation here, where twenty- 
four former Government Ministers are 
awaiting sentence or trial under similar 
charges, 

Eleven of the prisoners were members 


of the Radoslavoff Cabinet, which 
brought Bulgaria into the war on the 
side of Germany, and the other thir- 
teen belonged to previous Ministries, 
charged with responsibility for Bulga- 
ria’s participation in Balkan wars. It 
is feared that the Radical Agrarians 
will demand the death penalty. 

The American and ailied Ministers in 
Sofia have appealed to the Government 
without result for the release of the 
members of the Gueshoff, Malinoff and 
Todoroff Cabinets, which included four 
graduates of the American College in 
Constantinople, These men were charred 
with “‘heving made insufficient diplo- 
matic preparations for the war of 1912.” 

Under the plebiscite of Nov. 10 last the 
Bulgarian people voted to have them 
tried by a special court consisting of 
war-wounded and widews. King Boris 
interecded in their behalf, but the Gov- 
ernment ignored his appeal. 

It is believed that Great Britain and 
other countries will sever diplomatic re- 
lations with Bulgaria if the former offi- 
cials are executed,

Destruction Plot Devealed. 


DUBLIN, Nov. 30 (Associated Press). 
—Dublin was quiet today, although 
rumors that there would be an earl 
outbreak of violence persisted, Richard 
Mulcahy, the Minister of Defénse, asked 
by the newspaper correspondents whether 
he could give the people any reassuring 
message regarding the ability of the Na- 
tional army to deal with any trouble, 
said he thought it best to say nothing. 
“Our most effective work always has 
been done with our mouths shut,” the 
Minister declared.

Constitution Advanced in the Lords. 


LONDON, Nov. 30 (Associated Press). 


—The House of Lords this evening 
unanimously adopted the second reading 
of the Irish Constitution bill. 

The same comparative apathy attended 
the discussion of the Iris Canstite pon | 
in the House of Lords ag was exhibited 
in the’ House of Commons. The Dill 
passed the second reading without divi- 
sion by the slenderly attended Houge. 

The Duke of Devonshire, in moving the 
second reading, said he might almost 
regard it as his hereditary duty to pro- 
pose the rejection of home rule bills. 
He now, however, found himself in the 
strange position of being the minister 
responsible for moving the second read- 
ing of a bill to confer a constitution on 
the Irish Free State. But in the cir- 
cumstances of today it would be impossi- 
ble for any government, however § it 
might be composed, to take any other 
course than that he now was recom- 
mending to the Lords. Moreover, it not

ing Federation of the title of champion. } 
The Deputy’s motion to reduce appro- 
Priations for the encouragement of 
@port, which he used as a peg to hang 
his speech on, was defeated by a large 
majority, but he himself had no little 
Buccess and there is no doubt that he 
has helped greatly the cause of his 
countryman. 

He had not gone to the Tribune in 
order to make an incident, Diagne de- 
clared, but in the national interest and 
in the true interest of sport. Neither 
did he treat the subject as a race ques- 
tion—that would be beneath his dignity. 
He was there to protest against the 
spirit of partiality which had been 
shown in certain sporting organiza- 
tions. He was out for clean sport. 

To a strong accompaniment of cheers,

WHITE ARMY WANDERING. 


Viadivostok Refugees May Go to 
Australla as Settlers.

TOKIO, Nov. 30.—Much mystery sur- 
rounds the plans of the remnant of the 
Russian White-Army which arrived at 
Pusan, Korea, a few days ago aboard 
eight Russian warships. The group con- 
sists of 1,700 naval officers ahd men, 
800 military cadets and 500 womert and 
children. Korean reports give Cochin, 
China, as their destination, with a possi- 


bility of their going to Manila and re- 
maining there until final arrangements 
are made. 

Admiral Stark, who is commanding: the 
party, suggests that the Whites may go 
to Australia ag settlers, 

The Japanese are providing the White 
refugee fleet at Gensan, Korea, with 
supplies which will enable them to leave 
shortly for an unannounced destination. 
The Whites’ next stop probably will be 
at Shanghai. 

There are several thousand women, 
children and weunded who will remain 
at Gensan, being cared for by the 
Korean Government until their destina- 
tion is settléd. The majority refuse to 
consider returning to Viadivostok. 

The plight of the Whites is due to 
Chang Tso-lin, who agreed to permit the 
White army to enter Mongolia via Man- | 
churia. The Whites have been delivering 
arms to General Chang for some months 
with the understanding that they would 
be rearmed after they crossed the border 
and were assisted in entering Mongolia, 
where Generals Semenoff and Dieterich 
were awaiting thm. 

General Chang secured great quantities 
of supplies, guns, airplanes, rifles and 
munitions, and ‘then he betrayed the 
Whites, issuing orders that no more were 
to be permitted to enter Manchuria, leay- 
ing the armless army stranded. 


VIENNA STUDENTS BAR JEWS 


Pickets Prevent Their Return to the 
State University. 


VIENNA, Nov. 30 (Associated Press). 
—Orders for the resumption of lectures 
in the State University, which were 
suspended last Monday because of an 
anti-Semitic demonstration by the stu- 
dents, were issued today. When the 
Jewish students arrived, however, they 
found pickets either barring the entrance 
to the universities or demanding bap- 
tismal certificates. 

The incident has assumed a politiqal 
aspect and the Frete Presse warns the 
Government that this is no time for 
anti-Semitism, when the non-Aryan 
bankers are being called upoh to meet 


the impending loan.

FIGHTS FOR MRS. COLLINS. 


Attorney Tries to Show Husband 
Walked After Fatal Shot. 


NORWICH, N. Y., Nov. 80.—Expert 
testimony occupied today the trial of 
Mre. Frances Collins, charged with 
fatally shooting her husband, Nicholas. 
The prosecution is expected to rest to- 
morrow. Dr. Carl Meachem of Greene, 
who assisted in the autopsy, was exam- 
ined by David Lee, attorney for the 
defense, regarding the course of the 
bullet in Collins’s body. Questions 
asked by the attorney were taken to 
indicate that he was attempting to show 
that Collins, after being shot, could 
walk about the house and grounds and 
then He down and dle. 

The defense contends that Collins was 
shot inside the house and walked more 
than thirty feet before falling dead out- 
The prosecution 
has attempted: to show that Collins was 
shot while prostrate on the ground. 


SOUGHT EXPLOSION CLUES. 


Detective Returns From Trip Abroad 
on Wall Street Case. 


Detective Sergeant Clinton Wood of the 
industrial squad of the Police Depart- 
nent returned yesterday on the steamer 
Lithuania of the Baltic American Line, 
after several months’ stay in Russia, 
Poland and other countries, following 
clues in connection with the Wall Street 
explosion. The returning officer refused 
to give any information about the result 
of his trip, but will make his report di- 
rect to his superiors and the Department 
of Justice. 

This is Sergeant Wood’s second trip 
to Europe in connection with the explo- 
sion case. He was assigned to the De- 
partment of Justice early in May and 
was sent to Warsaw as a specie! agent 
to try to discover whether Wolf Linden- 
field, who was held by the police of 
that city, had any information regarding 
the perpetration of the Wall Street dis- 
aster. He returned in July, but left 
again on a second trip.

ITALO-CROAT-MAGYAR PLOT. 


Alllance Sald to Have Been Formed 
by~Fascisti Organizations. 


BELGRADE, Nov. 80 (Associated 
Press).—The existence of what appears |

Croatia in exchange for the satisfaction 
of Italian claims in Dalmatia is re- 
vealed by a document published here 
today by the newspaper Vreme. 
The document is signed by Colonel 
Dighi, representing the d’Annunzio Ital- 
sian Fascisti, and Deputy Amadeo Grandi 
jyrank, President of the Croat committee 
fin Budapest. 
| The agreement contains nine articles. 
It provides for joint action to realize 
Italian claims in the third zone of Dal- 
matia and Fiume as well as Croatian 
ji mational independence. It discusses the 
moral and material methods to be em- 
ployed as a means or achieving the de- 
sired end, and speaks of the creation of 
an Italian-Croatian legion at Fiume. 

The agreement also seeks a separate 
agreement for concerted action in Hun- 
gary between the Croat committee and 
the Magyar Fascista Party. 

The document, dgted Vienna, Nov. 5, 
has created a considerable stir here.

The victory of the Administration 
fn getting the Ship bil 
through the House is almost more dis- 
astrous than would have been a 
feat.

TAX FACTS AND TAX HOPES. 

A few days ago we had the facts 
about the internal tax collections for 
the fiscal year ended with last June, 
before the Treasury had felt the bus!- 
ness reaction. The record shows a 
decrease of $1,397,905,978. Now we 
have the facts about the tax collec- 
tions for the new fiscal year begin- 
ning with last June. For October 
alone the decrease is $42,150,237. 
For four months the decrease is $408, - 
|205,414. Both years show the prin- 
| cipal decreases in the taxes which re- 
}flect business conditions—the income 
and excess profits taxes. When busi- 
| ness is declining it is futile to increase 
taxes in the hope of increasing re- 
ceipts from the source which is dried 
up by the tax itself. In recent years 
| there have been distinct signs of flight 
of investment money into the ‘tax-ex- 
empt refuge. Now the signs are dif- 
ferent. Business money is shrinking 
now, the sort of money which seeks 
profits above the investment rate and 
avoids investment except temporarily. 
There are now $31,000,000,000 of 
public bends subject to exemption in 
such varying degrees that the old 
simplicity of the investment market 
has disappeared. The Treasury still 
has a few billions of exempts to offer 
at the very time that the Adminis- 
tration condemns exemption.

They had been convicted after careful 
trial of violating the Illinois Anti-Syndi- 
calist act. None of them had lacked the 
services-of able counsel, and one of them 
was possessed of sufficient wealth to 
make certain that there was utilized in 
his defense ail of those supposedly 
greater advantages which a rich man 
accused of crime has over a poor man.

Dangers of the Plan Proposed by 
_American Exporters. 


fo the Editer of The New York Times: ' 

I have observed with interest the re- 
cent passage of a resolution by the 
American Manufacturers’ Hxport Asso- 
ciation demanding that the mark. de- 
posits which they have in German banks 
shall be paid to them by the German 
Government at 17 cents to the mark, and 
that the money thus deemed to be due 
them shall be paid out of the funds in 
the hands of the Alfen Property Custo- 
dian in Washington. 3 

¥ wish to direct attention to the dan- 
gerous precedents these suggestions in- 
volve. For an association engaged in 
the export trade to advocate that pri- 
vate property invested here in reliance 
upon American constitutional principles 
shall be taken from its owners in order 
to pay a Government obligation of their 
Government is subversive of the founda- 
tions of our history and of our economic 
institutions. No one could suffer more 
from the adeption of such a principle 
than business men engaged in the export 
trade. 

The provisions of the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles which authorized the confiscation 
of private property to pay Government 
debts are, I think, attributable to the 
shortsightedness of the gentlemen who 
dictated the terms of the treaty. The 
extent to which France and England 
suffered may palliate, though not ex- 
cuse, this unwise proceeding. For Amer- 
ican business men in 1922 to support this 
revolutionary principle indicates, [ be- 
lieve, a lack’ of conprehension of the 


| probable results of the practice they sup-' 


; port. Such-a principle makes every for- 
| eign investment most precarious; and, at 


; a time when prospective wars seem not; 


| improbable, it seems very shortsighted 
{for business men in the export trade to 
advocate a doctrine which undermines 
the security of their own business. 
Modern business depénds upon the mo- 
bility of capital across international 
boundaries and its security abroad. The 
world had come to that realization in 
1815, -after long trial of the practice of 
confiscation of private property, and the 
doctrine of immunity was deemed im- 
mutable until the gentlemen of Ver- 
sailles undertook to upset it again and 


with it the foundations laid. by a cen-| 


tury of industrial progress. It ought to 
be the function of business men to res- 
{cue private property and our business 
| Institutions from the insecurity under 
which they now suffer. It must be re- 
membered that the confiscatory pro- 


pesal advocated would, if adopted, con- | 
stitute an international precedent which | 


in due thne would not improbably find 
imitation in our domestic policy. Any 
business man will appreciate the neces- 
sary results. We rightly protest against 
confiscation of private property by Rus- 
sia and México, but some of the pro- 
testants appear to have little compunc- 
tion in advocating confiscation when it 
seems profitabfe. ee 

It seems to me a duty to point out the 
dangers of the precedents thus sup- 
| ported. If the ostensible friends of pri- 
vate property advocate doctrines which 
undermine our institutions, what can we | 
expect from its enemies? The few mil- 
| ions that could. now be gained by thus 
subverting American traditions in _con- 
| fiscating the funds held by the Alien 
Property Custodian would very probably 
be lost many times over by the business 
men of present and future generations 


in the application to them by other coun- 
tries of the principles they now appear 
to advocate.

ART NOTES. 


Hamilton Fleld’s Collections on View 
at American Galleries. 


At the American Art Galleries until 
the date of their sale Hamilton Field's 
collections are on public view. They 


make the impression to be expected from 
works of art gathered by an artist and 
steeped in strong personal sentiment. 
Most artists are distinguished from 
average men by the personal attitude 
they are free to indulge,;-but Mr. Field 
more than most artists emphasized his 
pertons attitude. Hardly a thing in 
is collection but speaks of it, and for 
this reason. his collection is coherent 
and extremely delightful. For this rea- 
son, too, it is difficult to see it as it 
will become in its separated and sacat- 
tered parts. 

The Japanese prints and paintings and 
screens form by far the largest but 
perhaps not the most interesting sec- 
tion. Its catholicity is apparent, and, as 
Mr. Gookin points out in his tntroduc- 
tion to the catalogue, the individual 
items were acquired each for some 
specific artistic appeal that made the 
artist collecting love sand,-destire _it.. 
Sometimes a transition -of,color, some- 
times astrong and original pattern in 
the design, very often an exceptionally 
mellow and rich tonality, seems to have 
determined the choice. Kuntyoshi was 
the favorite, and in addition to esthetic 
interest offers a fillip of purely Oriental 
humor which may account for the in- 
clusion of some of the prints by this 
entertaining observer of life. 

There are several {tems in the print 
section singled out for special notice by 
Mr. Gookin either on account of their 
rarity or other claim to salesroom im- 
portance, and among these are a number 
of Chinese color prints and stone prints 
in black and white, and a still larger 
number of Japanese primitives. 

n the section of furniture the early 
American pieces are those that. spea 
most clearly of the collector's taste and 
traditions. Everything here has extreme 
reality. and simplicity. Most things 
seem to have been owned rather tnan 
collected. Mahogany tables and sofas, 
an early mahogany cradie, 2 comb- 
back hickory chair, a Windsor rocker, 
a Windsor settee painted green, with 
rush seats; hooked rugs, a number with 
unusual colors and patterns—everything 
without pretense and many things not 
in Sorteut condition, but wearing an as- 
pect of genuineness and use most in- 
gratiating to those who care for the as- 
sociative. charm of things that have had 
long human companionship. 

There is a small group of paintings by 
Mr. Field, most of them fairly weil 
known to the public from previous ex- 
hibitions.

Prest Returns Here to Prepare 
for. New Flight After Si- 
berlan Attempt Fails. 


PLANE WRECKED IN ALASKA’ 


Says If He Can Conquer Winds and 
Cross Bering Strait, He WIII 


Succeed. 


C\, O. Prest, who was within ten hours 
lait Summer of completing an air flight 
frem Buffalo, N. Y., to Siberia when 
hia plane fell in Alaskan marshes, has 
arrived in New York to prepare now to 
circle the globe by air. Profiting by the 
last experience, Mr. Prest said he was 
certain he would realize his ambition 
on his next start. | 

“The worst part of the trip will be | 
over the Bering Strait,’’ Mr. Prest said. ' 
“A heavy wind sweeps constantly in | 
the path of the aviator. As it is a side 
wind, as far as the plane is concerned, , 
it will be necessary to buck it diagonal- | 
ly, thereby increasing the length of the | 
trip over the water. The terrain for 
many hundreds of miles before reaching 
the shores offers little in the way of 
landing fields. 

““My attempt this year ended in a 
marsh about fifty miles out of Eagle 
City, a mining settlement ten miles 
from the Arctic Circle. Engine trouble 
forced me to descend and my plane was 
stuck in the heavy grass and weeds. I, 
landed close to a herd of several hun- 
dred caribou which stood by and 
watched the proceedings. I had a@ mo- 
tion picture camera and took several 
hundred feet of film. 

‘I left the plane with the engine run- 
ning while I walked for about a mile to 
determine if it were possible to ‘take 
off’ again and return to Eagle City. 
After discovering it was impossible to! 
move the plane, I turned and saw the} 
caribou surrounding the machine. The' 
caribou on my approach simply moved 
away to a respectful distance and re- 
sumed their interest in my activities. , 
The plane had not been touched.” 

Prest wandered four days, subsisting 
on what little food he had carried, be- 
fore he was found by a_searching party - 
from Eagle City. Prest said his plane 


was the first that had been seen there. 

**I was about ten hours from success 
when the mishap came,’ Prest said. 
“The next time [ will follow the coast 
around Point Barrow, thence. to Kotze- 
bue Sound, and diagonally. across to 
Siberia. The water distance is about 
150 miles. On the trip I flew over and 
landed on sections of Alaska that had} 
never been explored.’’ 

Prest brought back several thousand 
feet of film’ showing the country over 
which he flew. He said his plane was 
still in the marshes. | 

Prest has. been a. flier for tgrelve 

ears. A year. ago he. flew under 

e bridge at» Niagara Falls, guiding 
his plane with one hand:and operating a 
motivn-picture- camera with the other. 


- At one time he held the world's aititude 


and passenger carrying records. During 
the war he was an instructor in flying.

Another brother, Martin, was propri- 
etor of the Blue Bird cabaret on Four- 
teenth Street, a place much frequented 
by Monk Eastman, from which he was 
lured early one morning to meet death 
at the hands of gunmen.

‘MAD ILIODOR” HERE 
TO BECOME BAPTIST 


Russian Monk, Friend of Ras- 
putin, Arrives With His Wife 
and Three Children. 


GAVE CZAR LAST GOOD MEAL 


Has Spent. Five Years of Hell in 
Soviet Russia—Intends to Make 
His Home: Here. 


Sergius Michailov Truvanov, called 
‘‘ Iliodor, the Mad Monk,’’ former col- 
league of Rasputin, reached New York 
yesterday on the steamship Lituania of 
the Baltic-American Line. He brought 
with him a story of having been offered 
the position of Patriarch of the Russian 
Church under the Soviet Government in 
the place of Tikhon, Archbishop of Mos- 
cow. Through interpreters the Russian 
priest said he hoped to become an Amer- 
ican citizen and a Baptist minister to 
work among Russians in this country. 
In reply to questions asked by officials 
of the Department of Justice and the Im- 
migration Department, Iliodor sald: 

‘““T am leaving what. has been five 
years of hell.’’. The-monk brought with 
him his wife and their three children, 
Sergius, 7; Hope, 5, and Iliodor, 4. He 
related the following story to reporters: 

Leaving Russia in 1916, he came to 
the United States because Rasputin 
turned Czar Nicholas against him. He 
remained here until 1918 and went to 
Viadivostok, where he was taken into 
custody as an enemy of the Bolshevikl, 
but was released on orders from Moscow 
and permitted to enter Soviet Russia. 
He went to Tzaritzin and later to 
Ekaterinburg. ‘There he met the Czar, 
the Czarina and their children on May 
3, 1918, a short time before they were 
killed. 

Found Imperial Family in Straits. 


He found the royal family in dire 
straits and bought food for them. He 
believes he supplied them with their last 
satisfying meal. He talked for two 
hours with Czar Nicholas, who ex- 
pressed the belief that he was marked 


for death. Iliodor said he had no doubt 
that members of the royal family were 
slaughtered, and that the bones found 
in a nearby mine were those of the 
former rulers. 

Returning to Tzaritzin he was asked 
to ald the Bolshevist Government by 
preaching to the Red Army. He was 
requested to threaten the Red soldiers 
with excommunication in order to help 
keep them loyal to the Bolsheviki. Be- 
cause of the treatment of the royal 
family by the Bolsheviki, Iliodor said 
he refused the request though threat- 
ened with arrest. He escaped further 
demands by disguising himself as a re- 
ligious pilgrim and wandered in various 
parts of the country. For eighteen 


with the White army and sometimes 
with the Red army. 

In the Fall of 1918, he said, he was 
betrayed to the Bolshevist officials in 
Saratov and arrested. He asserted he 
was told that the Bolsheviki wished him 
to become head of the Russian Church 
in order that he might undermine its 
organization and personnel so as to 
make it an ‘' ineffective machine.”” He 
was in jail and was threatened with 
death if he refused. He asked time to 
think it over and was released and kept 
In October, 1921, he 
was invited to Moscow, where Bolshevist | 
officials told him they wanted to get 
rid of Patriarch Tikhon and were will- 
ing that Tikhon should be killed or

CAR SHORTAGE LARGEST YET 


Retall Sales increasing, but Loane 
of Reserve Banks Total Less = 


Than Before. /

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—Reports te 
the Federal Reserve Board show there 
was a marked increase in business and 
industrial activity during October, with. 
a resultant increase in the volume. of 
employment. Pig iron pnroduction was 
larger than in any month for two years, 
anthracite coal production was censid= 
erably increased, mills were consuming 
more cotton than at any time in twe 
years, wool and silk mills were ap- 
proaching capacity production, and the 
railroads had the-largest car shortage. 
on Nov. 1 ever recorded. ; 

The Board finds, however, that thi¢ 
increased business activity was not ré- 
flected in the movement of total loans 
of member banks in leading cities, thels 
loans and discounts having declined over 
$70,000,000 between the middle of Octe- 
ber and Nov. 15, although time and 
lean deposits increased. 

There was little change in the : 
tion of the Federal Reserve Banks fronr 
Oct. 25 to Nov. 22. Earning assets 
and note circulation remained at prac- 
tically the same point. The board 
stated, however, that there was #& 
change in the character of these assets; 
as investments fell off and bills in- 
creased by $144,000,000. - sy 

‘‘ Substantial increases of productive 
activity were reported by basic indus~ 
tries. during October,’’ the board de- 
clared tonight in its summary of - 
eral business and financial conditions 
throughout the Federal Reserve dis- 
tricts duri October and. part of Nd= 
vember. ‘‘ Due principally to increased 
activity at anthracite coal mines, the 
mineral output was 19 per cent. larger 
than in September. There was also & 
larger production of all other impor:. 
tant minerals. ‘ ed 

‘* Production of pig fron was greater 
than in any month since October, 1920, 
and the blowing in of additional blast 
furnaces during November indicates a 
further increase of actiyity. : 


Cotton Mills More Active, 


‘* Mill consumption of cotton has con- 
tinued to increase and the October total 
is the largest in over two years, while 


operations of woolen and silk mills are 
approaching capacity. 

‘The total number of railroad cars 
loaded was nearly at a maximum, yet 
the car shortage on Nov. was 2. 
largest ever recorded. The large move-. 
ment of manufactured goods is indicat 
by the fact that loadings of miscella- 
neous freight by railroads were larger 
2 October than in any month since 
1920. 

“* Livestock receipts continue to be ex- 
ceptionally large, as drought conditions 
on the ranges during October necessi- 
tated unusudily heavy. marketing. Dur-: 
ing the first two weeks of November. 
there was a decline in car loadings and 
some reduction in the estimated -car 
shortage. 

‘‘ Increased production in October has 
been accompanied by a continued in- 
crease in the volume of employment at 
industrial establishments. 6 average 
pay per worker was larger in many in- 
stances, due in most cases to increases 
in hours of work rather than to in- 
creases in rates of pay. Railroad repair . 
shops and equipment of factories made 
the largest additions to their forces. 
Steel mills, metal mines and buildi 
contractors still report shortages 
skilled labor. Anthracite coal mines, 9n 
the other hand, report a small surplus. 

‘‘ Wholesale trade showed compara- 
tively ttle change during October. Sales 
of furniture, hardware, groceries and 
drugs showed a general upward ten- 
dency. Seasonal declines occurred in 
sales of dry goods, shoes and autome-_ 
bile supplies. 


Retail Trade Greater. 

‘* Retail trade continued to be greater 
than a year ago and throughout the 
country was larger than la’t month.

‘The increased business activity has 
not been reflected in the movement of 
total loans of member banks in leading 
cities. In fact during the period 
tween Oct. 
and discounts of member banks in lead- 
ing cities showed a decline of over 
$70,0C0,000, of which about $32,000,000 
represented a contraction occurring in 
the last week. 

‘*The contraction for the four weeks’ 
period, however, has been much lessthan 
the expansion of $366,000,000 occurring 
in the four weeks’ period ending Oct.

Two babies, a crippled girl, and a 
woman were rescued last night from a 
smoke-filled tenement, at 91 Henry 
| Street by two patrolmen, a Street Clean- 
jing Department driver, and a fireman 
searched the building after the other oc- 
cupants had fled to the street. 

Patrolman Arthur Dittrich, of the 
Clinton Street Station, discovered flames 
and smoke bursting from the windows 
of the handkerchief store of Jacob 
Shroot on the first floor of the six- 
story buflding shortly after 8 o’clock.

‘ANOTHER IN FLAMES 


Beats Out Blaze That Envelopes 
Child, but Her Own Clothes 
Are Ignited.

Distracted by the screams of a flame- 
enveloped child from the ragtime music 
she was playing at a Thanksgiving 
dance in her home, Angelina Salvado, 
18 years old, of 2,352 Pacific Street, 
East New York, last night ran to the 
hallway of the apartment house and 
beat out with her bare hands the fire 
which was eating away the child's cloth- 
ing. Two other girls were then burned 
about the arms and hands extinguishing 
the flames which spread to Angelina’s 
dress. The child is now in a serious 
dress.

PENNSYLVANIA STRIKES. 


1,661 in Six Months Caused $117,- 
546,466 Loss in Wages.

of the losses incurred by 
industry due to strikes in 
1922 is afforded by an analysis of the 
| Situation in Pennsylvania during the 
first six months of this year. 

There were 1,661 strikes reported to 
the Pennsylvania Bureau of Mediation 
and Arbitration during the first six 
months of 1922, involving 348,079 men 
and 4,101 women, with a loss to the 
workers of 23,346,711 days and of $117,- 
546,466 in wages. The coal strikes led 
all the others:in both numbers and 
losses, with a total of 1,263 strikes, in- 
volving 340,108 men, whose losses in 
working days aggregated 22,869,698, with 
an attendant wage loss of $114,562,914. 
| In the printing trades, where the gen- 


| 


| workers 


ously since May 1, 1921, there were 162 
|} plants affected, only fifteen of 
| strikes being reported during 1922. With 

1,608 men and 35 women involved, 
strike among the printers during the six 
months-covered resulted In a wage loss 
of $969,912 and a loss of 147,502 working 
days. On July 1 it involved 133 separate 
plants, 29 having settled their difficul- 
ties after the first of the year. 

After the iaining and printing indus- 
tries the clothing industry was the most 
affected. It had a total of 174 strikes 
up to July 1, of which 164 were pend- 
ing from the previous year. These in- 
volved 850 men and 2,974 women, with 
a total loss of $343,653 and 87,596 work- 
| ing days. 

At the close of the six-month period 
877 strikes were pending in three 
groups—printing, 133; mines, 1,242, and 
public service, 2. The bureau was ac- 
tive in 1,517 of the 1,661 strikes reported, 
and of the total number 284 were offi- 
clally closed. In their settlement, 53 
were won by the employes, 180 were 
won by the employers and 51 were com- 
promised, ; 

Wage differences alone, that caused 
about 90 per cent. of the strikes last 
year, were responsible for only 29 strikes 
this year. Wages and hours combined 
jeaused 172 strikes; wages and union 
matters, 15; union, 23; hours, 162 (all 
printing strikes were for the 44-hour 
week): wages and agreement (in mines),

The total loss in wages due to all 
strikes for the six months was $117,546,- 
466. Excluding the printing and coal 
strikes, the loss in the remaining ten 
industries affected was $2,023,640, or 
abgut one-tenth the loss in wages for the 
same period in 1921, when the total was 
$38,375,104. The rail strike does not en- 
ter into this report, as it was not effec- 
tive until July 1.

They happen 
quite frequently—these sudden deaths.

Exports of raw cotton, including ln- 
ters, for the month aggregated 795,664 
bales of a value of $93,923,000. In Oc- 
tober, 1921, shipments totaled 874,510 
bales, worth $91,028,000, 

Nearly 51,000 square yards of cotton 
cloths were exported in October, as 
smosnay 64,488 square yards in October, 

y The value of cotton cloth exports 
last month was $7,756,000, approximate- 
ly $1,000,000 more than the value in Qc- 
tober, 1921. 


The above figures of last month's ex- 
port of cotton by quantity are usually 
published in the monthly cotton con- 
sumption statement of the Census Bu- 
reau, That publication on Nov, 15. how- 
ever, stated that imports or exports of 
cotton were not then available.
